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The Competitive Edge 


Dear John: We were glad to learn of your plans for ex- 
ploring the possibilities for a racing law in your state. 

You are aware, from previous experience, that it will be 
difficult to obtain approval for a satisfactory pari-mutuel bill. 
and you will be tempted to bait the hook with special funds 
for certain groups — pensions for the aged, bonuses for the 
middle-aged, lollipops for the young. If it takes this sort 
of appeal to get a favorable vote, perhaps it would be better 
to wait until there is more support for racing itself and less 
occasion to compromise the children. the parents, and the 
grandparents. 

If you wish to curry favor with any special group. the most 
deserving and the most likely to respond are the horse-players. 
They’re caught with mutuel pool commissions of 13, 14, 15 
per cent, plus breakage. in other states. All you have to do is 
cut the price of a $2 wager to somewhere around 15 cents. 
that is, to about 744 per cent, and you'll have action such as 
none of these other states ever saw. And more state revenue. 
in proportion to resources. than any other state in the Union 
receives, 

If you play the horses, you won’t even have to ask why 
we say this. If you don’t. you can understand what would 
happen if A sold a car for $3,000 and B sold the same car 
for $1,500. It happens that B can’t sell the car for $1.500. 
because it costs him more than that, but there is no such 
complication with a mutuel ticket. In New York they sell you 
a $2 mutuel ticket which is worth $1.68. after the take-off 
and before the race is run. If you offer a $2 mutuel ticket 
which is worth about $1.85 after the take-off. you get some 
of the customers from New York, and from everywhere else. 
and they will come in such numbers and wager in such quantity 
that not only the state, but the track, will profit. 

The horse-player also will profit. mainly by getting more 
action for his money. He will have a greater chance of quitting 
when he’s ahead — not because he’s likely to quit, but because 
he’s more likely to be ahead. What the horse-player needs is 
some healthy competition for his trade. You undersell these 
other states, and you'll get his trade. 

There’s another reason for underselling them, as you know. 
Every time there’s been a mutuel bill in your legislature. the 
Opposition to it has been financed mainly by race tracks in 
neighboring states. These prosperous tracks are looking for odd 
places to spend another $100.000 or so and sometimes finding 
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them. They could do themselves and the horse-player a favor 
by reducing the take-off now, but, like the usual run of the 
cautious and the established, they are not likely to do so. 

Not until you force them to it by taking their customers. 


Jet K., Sword Dancer, Round Table .. . 


Preparation of the “stakes supplement,” an extra number 
of The Blood-Horse to be issued late in January, is under 
way. The series has been continued for 3 decades, and it is 
invaluable for reference, but eventually we are going to have 
to draw a line somewhere—at least to the extent of limiting the 
number of 4-cross pedigrees of stakes winners. 

But if any stakes winner loses prestige because we blush 
so easily, the loss will soon be made up. We understand that 
the Breeders’ Sales Company is about to join the Fasig-Tipton 
Company in the practice of using boldface type to signify the 
presence of stakes winners among the kin of horses offered for 
sale by auction. 

A horse which recently became eligible for boldface type 
is Jet K. We liked the way in which he gained the right and 
privilege to have his name in type as big and bold as the names 
of Sword Dancer, Round Table. Swaps. Nashua. Bold Ruler. 
and Citation. 

Jet K.—the reader will pardon us. we hope. if we spell 
his name here in lightface caps and lower case—is a 10-year-old 
gelding by Greyface out of Smoking Torch, by Torchilla. He 
won the tenth race at Albuquerque on October 4. over a dis- 
tance of 2 miles. The conditions were: 


Con W. Jackson Memorial Purse. $500 added, plus 5 per cent 
of mutuel handle on race. 4-year-olds and upward. Claiming handi- 
cap. By subscription of $15 each to accompany the nomination, an 
additional $30 to pass the entry box. All fees to winner, Nominations 
close Thursday, October 1, by 12 a. m. Weights by 7:30 a. m. 
Friday, October 2. If race overfills, 12 top-weighted horses preferred. 
Fees refunded to those excluded. Claiming price, $1,250. 


There were 10 starters. each eligible to be claimed for 
$1,250. but the handicapper varied the weights from 103 to 
117 pounds. Net to the winner was $2.750.28. 

This was a bona fide stakes race. admirably conceived to 
insure that it would provide a medium for wagering. The 
committee trying to make distinctions can do nothing to pre- 
vent the winner from joining the category of stakes winners, 
nor all its piety or wit wash out the boldface type. 

Moral: Relax. Black type is a wonderful thing if you don’t

2 Tough Guys 


New York. When Bellehurst Stable’s 
Warfare flew to Aqueduct from Cali- 
fornia shortly after the big new track 
opened on September 14, the dark gray 
2-year-old was put in a stall next to Sword 
Dancer’s at Barn 13. The Brookmeade 
3-year-old had been moved over to Aque- 
duct from his regular home at Belmont 


-Park to train for his coming Woodward 


engagement. and the area was quite a 
busy one with flashbulbs popping and re- 
porters asking questions. Very few asked 
the identity of the quiet colt which watch- 
ed all of this one stall over. 

One day, though. a certain trainer in- 


both colts supplementary nominees to the 
7-furlong Cowdin Stakes on October 5, at 
a cost of $500. Warfare won in 1:22%5, 
establishing a track mark and beating the 
likes of Bally Ache, Tompion, and Vital 
Force with authority. Under the conditions 
of the Cowdin. Warfare had got in with 
117 pounds, while the other 3, with big 
stakes to their credit, carried 124 pounds. 

Most observers felt that Tompion, the 
Hopeful Stakes winner, rated another shot 
at Warfare, especially since he had beaten 
the son of Determine in the California 
Juvenile Championship. Ross thought so 
too. “Sure he should get another chance, 
but our colt wasn’t feeling real well for 
the Cowdin and he won. He’s feeling much 
better now.” 

How right Ross was as to his charge’s 


Warfare, winner of the 7-furlong Cowdin Stakes, went to the top of the 2-year- 
old class when he beat Tompion by a length in the Champagne Stakes. 


quired, “Who’s that nice looking 3-year- 
old?” The answer was: “It’s Warfare but 
he’s only a two-year-old.” 

Not taken back in the least, the trainer 
continued to watch the well built colt 
cool out after a morning’s exercise. The 
more he looked the more he admired the 
balance of the animal and he finally said. 
“He’s got to be a runner just from watch- 
ing the way he walks. Smooth. Smooth.” 

Trainer Hack Ross. who makes Warfare 
look like a puppy dog when he puts his 
6-foot-4-inch, 240-pound frame next to the 
colt, took plenty of time with the Cali- 
fornia-bred, Jetting him get acclimated to 
the new surroundings before racing. Then 
on September 28 an allowance race filled 
at 61% furlongs, and Warfare had_ his 
first official view of the new track. 

Warfare raced well, finishing second to 
William Ewing’s Four Lane, then unbeaten 
in 3 starts, and it was decided to make 
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condition became apparent at the head of 
the stretch in the Champagne Stakes, when 
Warfare pulled away to win. He did not 
get more than a length ahead of Tompion, 
but the 2 of them had 5 lengths over their 
nearest pursuer. 

Warfare also established a track mark, 
winning the mile Champagne in 1:3514 
under 122 pounds and bettering the mark 
of Admiral Vee by two-fifths of a second. 
It was a superior performance, and clearly 
separated the men from the boys among 
the 2-year-olds. 

Warfare’s month-long stay at Aqueduct 
(he shipped out to Garden State the day 
after his Champagne victory) was a very 
profitable one as the balance sheet showed 
$184.890 earned in his 3 races over the 
track. The Champagne was worth $138,195, 
the Cowdin $45,695, and the other race 
$1.000. 

Said Clifford Jones, who owns the colt 
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with his wife: “It’s almost as good as 
having a member of your family win. 
We've got a connection 3 generations 
back. through the dams, and that’s real 
satisfaction when you can see your effort 
produce results like this colt does.” 

In most early-closing races the field 
is racing for a large amount of money 
contributed through payments by owners 
whose luck was not good enough to get 
their horses up to the race itself. But in 
the Champagne a good portion of the 
$230,300 gross was put up by those actual- 
ly competing. There were only 142 eligibles 
left to the race when all payments, total- 
ing $225, had been completed, and 7 be- 
came supplementary eligibles at a cost of 
$10.000 each. Thus when the race was 
run the actual field was running for 
$85.675 of its own money, $100,000 put up 
by the NYRA, and $44,625 contributed by 
other owners. 

Tompion, a larger colt than Warfare, 
must still be considered for the way he 
hung on in the last furlong, never con- 
ceding an inch after Warfare got a quick 
advantage. Bally Ache lost 4 lengths on 
the leaders in the final quarter. Four 
Lane, the fourth-place finisher, was 10 
lengths back of the leaders at the finish. 
Vital Force faded to last. Pat O’Brien

The *Invader 


Cuicaco. Five days before the $100.000- 
added Hawthorne Gold.Cup. track officials 
still were hopeful that Round Table would 
come in from New York in an effort to 
win the event for the third consecutive 
year. Before announcing the weights a 
week before the race, racing secretary and 
handicapper Larry Bogenschutz had talk- 
ed by phone to Round Table’s trainer, Bill 
Molter, who asked that Round Table be 
weighted. 

Bogenschutz put 136 pounds on Round 
Table—the most weight assigned a horse 
in Chicago in recent years—and 3 days 
later, on Tuesday before the race, Molter 
informed Bogenschutz that Round Table 
would stay in New York for the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup on October 31. “The Man- 
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hattan,” said Molter, “was a tough race, 
and we don’t want to ship him back and 
forth. ’'m not complaining about the 136 
pounds you put on him.” 

The Round Table camp obviously want- 
ed another crack at Sword Dancer, his 
conqueror in the Woodward, and perhaps 
a chance at “Horse of the Year” honors. 

That Round Table would stay in New 
York had been pretty widely accepted in 
the East. Subject to approval of the 
weights, plans were made to send 4 horses 
to Chicago. Talent Show, *Tudor Era. 
Whodunit, and Better Bee arrived early 
in the week. 

An “invader” won, all right. but it was 
Elmendorf Farm’s *Day Court, which had 
arrived about 2 weeks earlier. The 1959 
record of *Day Court, a 4-year-old son of 
Petition, was not at first glance impres- 
sive. He had won one race at Gulfstream 
Park, in 19 starts. But he had beaten Air 
Pilot and Bald Eagle in the Massachusetts 
Handicap, only to be disqualified; he had 
run several excellent races behind Vertex 
and Talent Show last spring; he had been 
a good fourth to Hillsdale in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup, and a close second to 
Whodunit in the 15¢-mile Sunset Handi- 
cap. “Day Court, however. had not cap- 
tured any friends by finishing a distant 
third to Spring Hill Farm’s 3-year-old 
gelding Easy Spur in the 9-furlong Gold 
Cup Prep over a heavy track. 

“He didn’t like the track.” said trainer 
Walter Kelley. “Anyway. I sent him to 
the front—wanted him to get good and 
tired. But he runs his best when he comes 
from behind a bit.” 

Talent Show (118) was the actual 
highweight in the Gold Cup field of 8. 
but Easy Spur (115) was highweight by 
the scale. 

*Tudor Era (116). which had raced 
only on the grass since last winter at 
Gulfstream Park, set a fast pace for more 
than 7 furlongs, with *Day Court (113). 
Terra Firma (117), and Easy Spur not 
far behind. With Bill Hartack up, *Tudor 
Era’s fractions were :22%5. :4615. and 
1:0945. Jimmy Nichols, on Easy Spur. 
began his move on the outside near the 
5-furlong-pole. 

Nichols may have moved too soon. At 
the five-sixteenths-pole *Tudor Era and 
Easy Spur were head-and-head. At the 
top of the stretch Easy Spur had taken a 
half-length lead. Terra Firma was slightly 
in front of *Day Court. Easy Spur reached 
the mile in a dazzling 1:3415. but he could 
not draw clear. 

*Day Court entered the fray. and 
*Tudor Era rallied. At the eighth-pole 
only 2 heads separated this pair and Easy 
Spur. At the end it was *Day Court by 
a neck over Easy Spur track-record 
time of 1:5915. three-fifths ofa second 
better than Round Table’s 
year ago. 

“He’s a real good hard-hitting horse.” 


clocking a 
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trainer Kelley said of *Day Court, “but 
you can’t call him a topnotcher—not yet.” 
The silver-haired, short, stocky Kelley is 
a former jockey out of Brooklyn, one of 
many riders developed by famed “Father 
Bill” Daly. Up to the Gold Cup, Kelley’s 
best victory was in the 1955 Garden State 
Stakes with Prince John, another Elmen- 
dorf product.

Plagued by bad weather and World 


Series competition from the White Sox, 
Hawthorne took steps to halt falling at- 
tendance and wagering. With 2 weeks re- 


maining, Hawthorne inaugurated what it 
called the “Daily Double Quintet.” It

The idea 
caught on slowly. 

Gross pool the first day was $9,388. The

At its conclusion the handle 
was down some 6 per cent, the attendance

Atiantic Crry. Mrs. Tilyou Christo- 
pher’s *Amerigo, named for Amerigo 
Vespucci, after acting as shadow for the 
nation’s top racing talent, finally found a 
treasure chest in the Ocean City Handicap 
at Atlantic City on October 3. He followed 
that with a track-record performance in 
the New York Handicap, October 7 at 
Aqueduct. 

Going into the 1,'5-mile Ocean City 
Handicap, on the grass, *Amerigo had 
raced 20 times on both coasts, against 
the caliber of Sword Dancer, Hillsdale. 
Bug Brush, and Vertex. He scored in 3 
races, including the Magic City Handicap. 
was second 7 times and third on 3 occa- 
sions. For his efforts he had amassed 
$135,445. 

Coming off a mile conditioner, in which 
he was within a second of the track stand- 
ard, the English-bred colt had his bright- 
est moment. Under Bill Hartack he regis- 
tered by a length and three quarters over 
Elkcam Stable’s Atoll. The $18,387.50 he 
picked up brought his seasonal earnings 
to $153.832 and his total American glean- 
ings to $174,892. 

*Amerigo was on familiar grounds, 
since his first race in this country was at 
Atlantic City in August of 1958. In that 
debut he finished up the track behind 
Jaclyn Stable’s Li'l Fella. 

*Amerigo this season has had a tough 
campaign, but trainer Harris Brown said 
his charge liked to run and was not partial 
to any rival or track. 

“IT don’t train him, I run him.” said 
Harris. “I ran him at Saratoga on August 
15 and he was third back of Bald Eagle. 
He did not race again until September 28 
at Atlantic City, and he was on the track 
twice in that time.” For the record, in the 
September 28 race he came within one 
second of the track mark. 

According to the veteran conditioner. 
*Amerigo will nip his closest friend, but 
on the track he is all business. 

Mr. and Mrs. Christopher have had 
success with foreign imports. They re- 
cently bought 7 more horses in England.

The Russians Try Again 


Presence of 2 Russian 3-year-olds. Gar- 
nir and Zaryad. in the field for the 1958 
Washington, D. C., International drew 
almost as much attention on the sports 
pages as Nikita Khrushchev got on page 
1 in 1959. Laurel’s president. John D. 
Schapiro, months ago extended an_ invi- 
tation for another Russian entry in the 
International, but it was not until this 
week that he announced Soviet accept- 
ance of the offer. 

This time the Russian turf will be rep- 
resented by a team of 4-year-olds. One of 
them is Garnir (Raufbold—Gassana, by 
Sector II). which finished unplaced in the 
1958 International. The other is Flang. 
which last year won the Great Summer 


Prize at Moscow, with Zaryad in second 
place. 

Flang is a colt by Agregat (Artist’s 
Proof—Abeba, by Balbinus) out of Fes- 
tina, by Tarzan out of Fixation, by Flash 
Bye (Hurry On—Picture) out of Silly 
Fish, by Cyllius (Cyllene). 

(Officially, that is, according to The 
Jockey Club’s transliteration, which de- 
parts from Library of Congress usage. 
Garnir is Garnier in the U. S.. and his 
dam is Hassana, not Gassana.) 

As in 1958, the Russian delegation will 
be headed by Yevgeni N. Dolmatov, direc- 
tor of the hippodrome at Moscow, and 
Yevgeni Gottleib, manager of the Voskhod 
Stud, where the 2 horses were bred. Gott- 
lieb will act as trainer at Laurel. Nikolai 
Nazimov will ride Garnir again, and P. F. 
Borovoy will be Flang’s jockey. Veteri- 
narian E. V. Shashirin will accompany the 
horses. 

Besides the Russian colts, the prospec- 
tive field for the International on Novem- 
ber 11 now includes Round Table and 
Bald Eagle (U. S.), Primera and Nagami 
(England), Midnight Sun and Greentree 
Stable’s recent purchase Mi Carina 
(France). *Up and Coming (New Zea- 
land). *Vogel (Australia). and Lea-B.

Keeneland Notes 


A minor “earthquaking” was attempted 
at the Wednesday night (October 14) ses- 
sion. It failed to work as expected. but 
the buyer saved $2.000. Warner L. Jones 
Jr. offered a Hill Prince filly, first foal 
of the Gulfstream Park Dinner Stakes win- 
ner Blue Eternal. When the bidding reach- 
ed $7,000, Mrs. E. H. Fleitas, owner of the 
Winlochan Stable. offered $10,000. The 
auctioneers and bid-spotters were thinking 
in hundreds at the moment, and by the 
time they got around to asking whether the 
bid was $7.100 or $7,200, Mrs. Fleitas was 
signaling $8.000. It was enough. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward B. Benjamin were 
present at the Wednesday night session, 
when the Benjamin yearlings were sold. 
After many years of racing, the Starmount 
Stable owner indicated that he would 
breed only for the market in the future. 
“Now.” he said, “I can enjoy their racing 
without having to telephone my trainer 
every night.” 

Mrs. Clyde Smith’s dispersal of all her 
Thoroughbred stock at the fall auctions 
marked the closing of a Thoroughbred 
breeding stud established in 1893 at Hop- 
kinsville. Ky.. by her father and operated. 
since his death in 1935, by Mrs. Smith. 
Most of the stock from Adelbert Farm 
wes sold in the yearling auctions. The 
city of Hopkinsville now has grown around 
the farm. Mrs. Smith, one of the best 
Sunday School teachers who ever owned a 
horse, regretted having to discontinue the 
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stud. “It will be lonesome without the 
horses.” she said. 

Marshall Field Jr. and John S. Knight. 
who will race as the Fourth Estate Stable. 
were the buyers of an Olympia—Strata- 
fire colt on the second night of the Keene- 
land fall sales, Leslie Combs II. who 
signed the tab, said the stable will use 
the colors of Field’s father, Marshall Field 


The Olympia colt was the fifth yearling 
bought this year by the 2 publishers. At 
the Keeneland summer sales they bought. 
under Knight’s name. colts by Bolero— 
Lotopep and *Alibhai—Up the Hill and 
fillies by Double Jay—Bayadere and 
Hasty Road—Whirla Lea. The yearlings 
are being broken at Spendthrift Farm. 

The purchases represent the first ven- 
ture into the Thoroughbred field for both 
men.

publisher of the Chicago Sun-Times and 
Daily News. John Shively Knight, who 
sold the Daily News to Field Enterprises. 
is editor and publisher of the Akron 
Beacon-Journal, Detroit Free Press, and 
Miami Tribune.

Despite Tompion’s 444-length defeat by Warfare 
in the 7-furlong Cowdin Stakes, the Tom Fool colt 
was a 17-to-10 favorite for the one-mile Champagne 
Stakes. Warfare was second choice at 2 to 1, Bally 
Ache third choice at 5 to 1. : 

Trainer Bob Wheeler, striving to help Tompion 
recapture his excellent mid-summer form, outfitted 
the colt with blinkers and instructed the jockey 
in a change of strategy. Instead of waiting far 
back of the pace and depending upon a_ last- 
furlong challenge, Shoemaker was to keep him with 
the leaders. 

Shoemaker broke Tompion alertly, quickly egged 
him into third place, about a half-length behind 
Four Lane and Bally Ache, which were head-and- 
head in the lead. Warfare dropped into fourth 
place, another length back. Each of the first 2 
quarters was run in :22%5, and Tompion now had 
a head lead. Warfare was beginning to close in. 

For a moment on the turn the 4 leaders were 
virtually even terms. Tompion, hugging the rail, 
was first into the straightaway, but Warfare quickly 

joined him, and the 2 colts separated themselves 


from the field, doing the first 6 furlongs in 1:09%. 
Warfare got his head in front near the three- 
sixteenths-pole, and, responding to Ismael Valen- 
zuela’s left-hand whip, gradually opened a length 
advantage. Time for the race was 1:35%, a fifth 
of a second faster than the best previous time on 
the new track. 

Next stop for the California colt will be at 
Garden State Park, where he will be a supplement- 
ary nominee for the Garden State Stakes. A victory 
there would assure him recognition as the best 2- 
year-old of 1959. 

The Champagne, with a gross value of $230,300, 
was the richest race ever run in New York. Seven 
of the starters, including the first 4 at the finish, 
were supplementary entries at a cost of $10,000 
each.

Miami. Last May. after their Open View 
and Atoll had finished up the track in 
the Kentucky Derby, 3 dispirited Mackle 
brothers drove away from Churchill 
Downs. 

Frank Mackle finally broke the silence. 
“Don’t feel too badly. That’s racing. One 
day you’re up, the next day you’re down. 
We'll be back next year.” 


From the rear seat. the teen-aged son 
of Robert Mackle considered this phil- 
osophy for a moment, then said, “That’s 
fine. Uncle Frank. But where are you 
going to claim another one for $7,500 
that'll be good enough to run in the 
Derby?” 

The youngster referred to Open View, 
a $7.500 claim which had won a division 
of the Derby Trial, and in the Derby had 
finished well in front of Atoll, which had 
cost the Mackles $100.000. 

Back in May there was a strong im- 
pression among the Mackles and _ their 
trainer, Ray Metcalf, that Oper View 
would be a better horse than Atoll. After 
a long, hard summer, it isn’t easy to split 
them. 

Open View won the Kent Stakes, fin- 
ished second to Waltz in the Leonard 
Richards Stakes and to Ring of Kerry in 
the Providence Stakes. Atoll won the 
Lamplighter and Longport Handicaps, 
then finished second in the Jerome and 
Ocean City Handicaps. 

In his Miami office last week, Bob 
Mackle took a few minutes out of his 
normally hyperactive day to talk about 
the stable. 

He and brothers Frank and_ Elliott 
occupy one spacious office, with 3 desks 
set up in a triangle. The boys have built 
a successful construction and community- 
planning corporation in Florida, and they 
work closely in all things, including the 
Elkcam Stable. 

“We've got no complaints at all about 
the stable.” Robert said. “It’s earned over 
a quarter of a million dollars so far this 
year, with just a few horses. We plan to 
run Atoll at Garden State Saturday (Oc- 
tober 10) in the Benjamin’ Franklin 
Handicap. After that, we'll just wait and 
see, 

“But we definitely plan on being ready 
to run when Tropical Park opens (No- 
vember 26). Matter of fact. Ray will have 
Hubcap ready for opening day.”

Frank Mackle was elsewhere when the picture was made. The Mackle brothers 
bought their first horse in 1948, now have a powerful stable which includes the 
good stakes winners Atoll and Open View. They are in the construction business. 


Hubcap. a 4-year-old brown gelding, 
always has been the Mackles’ favorite 
horse. He finished in the money in 20 of 
30 starts at 2 and 3, last year winning the 
Swift Stakes and finishing second in the 
Hibiscus Stakes and third in the Select 
Handicap. 

He was injured early this summer in 
New York and trainer Metcalf decided to 
put him aside for a while. 

“Jimmer jumped on him in a race at 
New York.” Robert said, “the first time 
we ran him up there. He’s something 
special to us. mainly because he’s home- 
bred and because he’s so game. It’s a real 
thrill to be able to watch a colt being 
foaled and then follow him right up to 
the races.” 


Open View was to be rested until the 
Florida racing season opened. 

“We've run the legs off him.” Robert 
said. “He’s already been out 21 times. We 
still think a lot of him, the big clown. If 
we could just get him to run kind, there’s 
no telling what he could do. Ray says 
hell be ready to do some real running 
this winter. 


“Atoll, now, he’s got tender feet. We 
knew that when we bought him. The 
trouble is back in the frog. It can be 
treated; it has been treated. Obviously 
it hasn’t kept him from running big races 
—and fairly close together, too. He just 
can’t take a hard track.” 

The Mackles have high hopes for sev- 
eral 2-year-olds, particularly Little Missy, 
a *Quibu filly which has won twice and 
finished second twice in 4 starts; and a 
*Princequillo gelding named Wily 
Prince. 

“He hasn’t done anything yet, but he 
needs more than 6 furlongs. You know 
*Princequillos; you have to give them 
time.” 

The Mackles are hard-pressed to find 
time to keep up with racing, but their in- 
terest is constant. They manage to keep 
close tab on all their own horses, and they 
have a sharp knowledge of their compe- 
tition, too. 

To one side of their sumptuous office is 
a large lounge, known as the Mackles’ 
“Racing Room.” The walls are covered 
with pictures of Mackle-owned horses in 
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The Mackle brothers’

the winner’s circle. A trophy case con- 
tains 21 pieces of silver won by Elkcam 
Stable runners. 

Robert said that he and his brothers 
had known that Sword Dancer, Brook- 
meade Stable’s mighty 3-year-old, was for 
sale last year. 

“About the time we bought Atoll, we 
knew Preston and Elliott Burch were 
willing to sell Sword Dancer for $200.000.” 
he said. “But he was never offered to us 
directly. [ imagine they're rather happy 
nobody came up with the $200.000.” 

How did the Mackles get into racing? 

Robert grinned. “You ever know of a 
guy who goes to the races who didn’t want 
to own his own horse and see him run in 
his colors? If 50.000 people show up at 
Belmont. 49.000 of them would like to be 
horse owners. We were no different. We've 
always liked horse racing. and we _ nat- 
urally gravitated into it. We've been fans 
for 25 years.” 

The boys purchased their first horse in 
1948. a colt called Beach Boy. 

“He went a whole year without win- 
ning.” Robert recalled. “then he won 2 in 
a row by something like 10 lengths.” 

The Mackles studied condition books, 
books on training and breeding. 

“There are 2 ways to get a good horse,” 
Robert continued. “You can buy young 
stock or you can breed yourself. 

“We particularly liked the breeding of

Blue Swords when we. started—still do, 
for that matter. So the first 3 yearlings 
we acquired were by Blue Swords: Blue 
Kay. Blue Victory, and Blue Zac. 

“Blue Kay won 2 stakes for us; Blue 
Victory was probably the best of the 3. 
but he wasn’t sound; Blue Zac was a 
small. hard-hitting horse, but he was in- 
jured early in the summer of his 3-year- 
old campaign and that was that.” 


The Mackles bought a 104-acre farm 
at Lexington, but after maintaining it for 
2 years. they decided it was too far away. 

“In the 2 years we had the farm I think 
I got up there twice.” Robert said. “It was 
a bad flight and an awfully long drive. 
With the press of our business in Miami. 
we just couldn't get up there. 

“So we made exhaustive tests of the 
soil in Florida and bought a farm in Lake 


Placid. It was only 150 miles from Miami 
and was just what we wanted. 

“There were certain deficiencies in the 
soil, but you'll find deficiencies no matter 
where you go—Kentucky or California or 
wherever. It is simply a case of adding 
the necessary minerals. 

“One advantage to Lake Placid is the 
weather. No matter the time of year, you 
can take any foal, 2 hours after it is 
born. and bring it outside with its mother. 
And it won't miss a single day, year 
round.” 

The 116-acre farm. with a  50-acre 
orange grove and 10 miles of white plank 
fence. is quite lovely. There are 5 stables, 
a stud barn, and 2 equipment barns. A 
quarter-mile training track was built, but 
the Mackles now break their stock at the 
nearby St. Lucie training center. The 
Mackles, along with Christopher Chenery, 
Mike Phipps. A. B. Hancock Jr... and 
others. own the center. 

The farm, named Elkcam, is under the 
management of veteran horseman Bill 
Osborne. who has 9 employees. Brood- 
mares include Blue Kay, Danna’s Pensive, 
Eternalette. Flambeau. Joany’s Pride, 
Marian Belle. Miss Bill. Peggy’s Love. 
Rub-Adub-Dub, Vikki Belle, Dueling, and 
Astirita. The only stallion is Ifabody. 

“We'd love to get a good stud,” Robert 
said. “That’s the reason that every year 
we ship half our mares to Kentucky and

Martello Towers Toppled 


Sypney. The one-mile Caulfield Guineas, 
a semi-classic, was heralded in journalistic 
hyperbole as the “match race of the 
century,” though it was neither a match 
nor anything “of the century.” It brought 
together not only the A. J. C. Derby win- | 
ner Martello Towers and the impressive 
Epsom Handicap winner Noholme, but 
also a couple of good South Australian 
colts in Mardene and Goglio, and 4 other 
3-year-olds. 


The Victorian colt Prince Lea (Pride 
of Kildare—Gold Spi). which had never 
won beyond 6 furlongs, was not regarded 
as a threat to the glamor pair, and he 
went off at 20 to 1, but he brought about 
one of the biggest boilovers in years by 
getting his nose in front of Noholme right 
on the line, with Goglio in third position 
and Martello Towers a poor fifth at the 
finish. 

Noholme was unlucky to lose. He was 
outside 3 horses most of the way. largely 
because Podmore, rider of Martello Tow- 
ers, had resolved to keep Noholme outside 
him. As the field turned into the straight. 
there were 4 abreast. Noholme. Martello 
Towers, Mardene, and Royal Artist. Ne- 
ville Sellwood sent Noholme to the front. 
and appeared to have victory in hand 100 
yards out, but the crack Victorian rider 
W. Williamson drove Prince Lea to a | 
brilliant finish and took the victory in the | 
last stride. 


Before the crowd of 50,000 had recover- 
ed from this shock, it got another. Connec- 
tions of Martello Towers withdrew the 
gray colt from the Caulfield Cup, for 
which he had ruled a hot favorite. What | 
with his defection and that of *Up and } 
Coming, bookmakers operating on the 
Cups double have reaped a harvest with- 
out blinking an eye. 


Bettors got still another shock in the = | 
race immediately after the Guineas. the ; 
Herbert Power Handicap. run over the 
1144 miles of the Caulfield Cup course. 
The Victorian stayer Mac (MacArthur— 
Jaune). carrying 7 pounds more than his 
Cup impost of 121 pounds, ran away with 
the race. He is now nominal favorite for 
the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups, but 
his owners may decide to run him only 
in the latter race, on November 3. j
